MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN MARCH 1939 AND IN RECENT 
QUARTERLY PERIODS 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during March 1939 with cargo for discharge at the port 
of arrival was 6,888,000 tons, or 183,000 tons (24 per 
cent.) less than in March 1938. The tonnage of 
German and United States vessels was in each case 
lower by slightly more than 100,000 tons, or about 
25 per cent., and there was also a reduction of over 
100,000 tons (10 per cent.) in ‘‘ Other Nationalities,’’ 
largely in respect of Swedish and Greek vessels. On 
the other hand, British tonnage was greater by 119,000 
tons, or 3 per cent., and the British share of the total 
tonnage that arrived with cargo rose from 60 to 634 per 
cent., the highest proportion for any month since April 
1934. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived during 
the month at any port in the United Kingdom without 
cargo for discharge at that port (recorded as arriving 
in ballast) was 2,537,000 tons, or 168,000 tons (7 per 
cent.) more than in March 1938. Most of this increase 
was in British and French tonnage, which rose by 
68,000 tons (5 per cent.) and 53,000 tons (24 per cent.), 
respectively. There were no other changes of import- 
ance, apart from a marked rise of 30,000 tons in the 
case of Italian vessels, included among ‘‘ Other 
Nationalities.’’ The British proportion of the net 
tonnage that arrived in ballast declined from 59 per 
cent. in March 1938 to 58 per cent. in March 1939. Of 
the total British tonnage that arrived with cargo and 
in ballast the proportion in ballast was the same— 
25 per cent.—in both months, but there was a rise 
from 25} to 294 per cent. in the ballast proportion of 
the total foreign tonnage that arrived. 


Foreign Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that departed during March 1939 from ports at 
which they had loaded cargo for abroad was 5,592,000 
tons, and showed an increase compared with March 
1938 of 221,000 tons, or 4 per cent. British tonnage 
was higher by 130,000 tons (4 per cent.) and increases 
of 69,000 tons (23 per cent.) and 50,000 tons (24 per 
cent.), respectively, were recorded for French and 
Dutch vessels, while Italian tonnage accounted for 
most of the rise of 69,000 tons (9 per cent.) shown for 
“* Other Nationalities.’” The only decrease of import- 
ance (85,000 tons, or 24 per cent.) related to German 
vessels. The British share of the total net tonnage 
that departed with cargo was the same (62 per cent.) 
in March this year and last. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad 
(recorded as departing in ballast) amounted to 
3,805,000 tons, a decline compared with March 1938 
of 263,000 tons, or 6} per cent. British tonnage was 
substantially the same as a year earlier, but decreases 
were recorded for all the principal foreign nationalities, 
the largest relating to United States tonnage, which 
was less by 74,000 tons (32 per cent.). Norwegian 
tonnage was lower by 34,000 tons (9 per cent.), German 
by 31,000 tons (12 per cent.) and Dutch by 24,000 tons 
(10 per cent.), while, as in the case of arrivals with 
cargo, there was a reduction of more than 100,000 tons 
(18 per cent.) in ‘‘ Other Nationalities,’’ mainly in 
Greek, Danish and Swedish tonnage. The British pro- 
portion of the total net tonnage that departed in ballast 
increased from 55 per cent. in March 1938 to 59 per 
cent. in March 1939. Of the total British tonnage 
that departed with cargo and in ballast the proportion 
in ballast declined from over 40 per cent. to 39} per 
cent., the corresponding decline for foreign vessels 
being from 47 to 42 per cent.

There were increases in both arrivals and departures 
with cargo at London and Liverpool, and these two 
ports together accounted for nearly two-thirds of the 
total net increase in the departures. There was again 
a considerable decline in the tonnage of German liners 
calling off Cowes, while French and American liners 
accounted largely for the changes at Plymouth. 


Coasting Trade.—Movements in the coasting trade 
were rather smaller during March than a year earlier. 
Arrivals with cargo fell by 40,000 tons (1} per cent. 
and the tonnage departing with cargo was nearly the 
same in both months; for vessels in ballast there wer 
decreases of 50,000 tons (2 per cent.) in the arrival 
and 63,000 tons (24 per cent.) in the departures. The

BALANCE OF PAYMENTS 
METHOD OF ASSESSING RECEIPTS FROM INSURANCE 


It was mentioned in the article on the balance of 
payments published in the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
of 23 February that further investigation had been 
made regarding certain items included in the general 
heading for commissions, insurance, ete. One of the 
items into which further enquiry was made was insur- 
ance, and the purpose of this article is to describe the 
method adopted of assessing the contribution of insur- 
wee to the balance of payments. 


Returns were obtained both from the Insurance Com- 
yanies and from Lloyd’s, and in each case were divided 
into marine and non-marine. Life insurance business 
yas omitted from the survey in, view of the extent to 
vhich premiums received abroad are required by local 
law to be invested locally to form life funds. The 
tual remittances to this country in respect of life 
insurance business are believed to be of relatively little 
importance, and in so far as they occur they may be 
regarded as more in the nature of capital movements 
than as the result of current transactions. The Com- 
panies were asked to furnish some information as to 
the geographical distribution of their non-marine busi- 
ness, and Lloyd’s were able to give particulars of the 
business transacted in United States and Canadian 
dollars and French franes, owing to settlements of such 
pusiness being made centrally since 1931. 


Returns were received from the Companies for 1936 
wd 1937 and from Lloyd’s for 1987. The returns 
obtained by Lloyd’s were not quite comprehensive, but 
itis believed that the few outstanding returns would 
make no practical difference to the result. The 
mounts ascertained are exclusive of the important 
ums in respect of dividends and interest received by 
the Companies on their funds invested abroad, which 
ae included in the estimate made under the heading 
‘net income from oversea investments ’’ in the 
valance of payments article. They do, however, include 
interest received abroad from local securities held by 
reign branches or agencies of the companies and 
iither credited or remitted to the head office. This 
plies also to subsidiary companies, which have been 
treated for all purposes in the same way as branches. 


As regards marine insurance, it is the total net 
edits that have to be taken into account in respect 
ft cargoes, for the same reason that it is the total 
teight earnings that are included under shipping 





income, but for hulls account has to be taken only of 
insurance of the hulls of foreign vessels. Insurance 
Companies found considerable difficulty in furnishing 
precise information about insurance on foreign as dis- 
tinct from British hulls, but they were able to give the 
total receipts and payments, together with the approxi- 
mate proportion represented by foreign business. The 
premiums were net of discounts, stamps allowed, 
brokerage, agency commission, branch and agency 
expenses, foreign, dominion and colonial taxes, returns 
and reinsurances, and related to the receipts in the 
calendar year. The payments related to claims paid 
during the year, irrespective of the year in which the 
loss occurred, and were net of salvages and reinsurance 
recoveries. In the case of Lloyd’s, returns were 
received from brokers and not from underwriters, all 
insurance placed at Lloyd’s having to be done through 
brokers. Steps were taken to ensure that the returns 
excluded the business which the brokers placed with 
Insurance Companies. 


For insurance business other than marine, the credits 
related to oversea premiums received net of all reinsur- 
ances, together with ‘‘ local ’’ interest as already men- 
tioned. Oversea accepted reinsurance business was 
included, whether under treaty or facultative. The 
debits related to oversea losses and to expenses incurred 
outside the United Kingdom. Owing to the invest- 
ment of funds abroad, the net credit arising out of 
insurance transactions is likely to differ from remit- 
tances. The returns made to the Board of Trade were 
not uniform in this respect, but are believed to repre- 
sent mainly net credits rather than remittances. In 
so far as the funds invested abroad were required for 
the purpose of meeting a net increase in liabilities, it 
would perhaps have been appropriate to leave these 
out of account, but there is difficulty in ascertaining 
any net figure. Any other difference between net 
credits and remittances is correctly included, in the 
same way as account is taken of dividends which owing 
to exchange restrictions cannot be remitted. 


There is no offsetting item so far as insurance of 
‘argo is concerned, and insurances effected on the hulls 
of British ships with foreign underwriters are believed 
to be small, as are the insurances of persons or pro- 
perty in this country against other risks, with the 
exception of life insurance.

EXPORT OF AIRCRAFT, FIREARMS, 
EXPLOSIVES, ETC. TO SPAIN 


Pursuant to the termination of the Non-Intervention 
Agreement, the Board of Trade have made orders 
dated 28 April 1939 restoring Spain, Spanish Posses- 
sions and the Spanish Zone of Morocco to the scope of 
the Open General Export Licences Nos. G.L. 168 (for 
civil aircraft and aircraft engines) and G.L. 170 (for 
firearms and ammunition exported by holders of fire- 
arm certificates) with effect from 10 May 1939. 

Spain and Spanish Possessions wherever situated, 
other than Ifni (but not the Spanish Zone of Morocco) 
have also been restored, with effect from 10 May, to 
the scope of the Open General Export Licence No. 
G.L. 169 (for smooth-bore guns, shot cartridges, 
certain brands of smokeless gunpowder and certain 
industrial explosives). 


IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
CARROTS 

The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have made the Additional 
Import Duties (No. 3) Order, 1939 (S.R. & O., 1939, 
No. 479), providing for the reduction of the import 
duty on carrots, other than new, without foliage, 
packed in bags or nets containing not less than 100 Ibs. 
from 10s. to 2s. 4d. per ewt. during the period 1 May 
to 15 June. 

The Committee point out in their Report that, while 
in seasons of normal vegetable supplies there is little 
interest in old carrots during the months of May and 
June, in seasons of short supplies the market may 
require to import old carrots, on which the duty rate 
of 10s. per cwt. was a heavy charge.

MECHANICAL LIGHTER FLINTS, ETC. 

The Import Duties Advisory Committee give notice 
of an application for an increase in the import duty on 
mechanical lighter flints and other spark-producing 
alloys.

PREVENTION OF FRAUD (INVESTMENTS) 
ACT, 1939 


Royal Assent was given to the Prevention of Fraud 
(Investments) Act on 28 April. 

It will be remembered that the object of the legisla- 
tion which is embodied in this Act is to put a stop to 
the abuses commonly known as share-pushing and 
activities of a similar nature. 

The Act primarily provides for regulating the busi- 
ness of dealing in securities; restricts the registration 
of societies under the Industrial and Provident 
Societies Act, 1893, and confers on the Registrar of 
Friendly Societies further powers in relation to building 
societies; and makes general provision for preventing 
fraud in connection with dealings in investments. 

Certain provisions of the Act come into force imme- 
diately, e.g. Sections 10 and 11, relating to industrial 
and provident societies and building societies, which 
are administered by the Registrar of Friendly Societies. 
So also does Section 12, which imposes heavy penalties 
for fraudulently inducing persons to invest money. 

The provisions of the Act which regulate the business 
of dealing in securities will not come fully into force 
until a day which will in due course be ‘‘ appointed ”’ 
by the Board of Trade by Order. After the appointed 
day no person, with certain exceptions, will be allowed 
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to carry on or purport to carry on the business of 
dealing in securities unless he is in possession of g 
licence granted by the Board of Trade or is a member 
of a recognised Stock Exchange or recognised associa- 
tion of dealers in securities, i.e. such a body as is cop. 
sidered by the Board of Trade to have a satisfactory 
code of discipline properly enforced, or unless he 
obtains from the Board of Trade an exemption under 
Section 15 of the Act, which is intended to meet the 
cases of the Banks and Finance Houses. 

Other important provisions of the Act which wil] 
not come into force until the appointed day are applic. 
able to circulars relating to investments.

ARGENTINE EXCHANGE CONTROL 


PRIOR EXCHANGE PERMITS FOR IMPORTED 
GOODS 


Information has been received in the Department of 
verseas Trade that the Argentine Exchange Control 
Department have published two lists of articles for 
vhich prior exchange permits will be issued for liquida- 
ton in the official or free exchange markets, as the case 
ay be according to the countries of origin. 

The majority of goods may be imported from all 
ountries without restriction, but not necessarily by 
weans of official exchange. The following are the prin- 
ipal articles for which import permits are not obtain- 
ile under any conditions in respect of certain coun- 
ities: —All beverages, certain foodstuffs, certain items 
i sanitary-ware, cooking and heating stoves, etc.; 
tieless sets (as distinct from materials for wireless) 
itd certain other electrical apparatus, incandescent 
amps, certain domestic utensils (including pottery, 
‘ina and glassware), jewellery, clocks, etc.; certain 
ticles of apparel and haberdashery, photographic 
sods, all perfumery and toilet preparations, cigars and 
‘garettes, all textiles, motor-cycles, steel furniture and 
jorts goods (except clothing). 

Official exchange permits will be granted for all 
ods, with the exception of furs and precious stones 
iid metals (for which free market permits will be 
sued), produced or manufactured in the United King- 
‘om, Eire, Sweden, Germany, Holland and Nether- 
ands Possessions, Belgium and Luxemburg, Switzer- 
and, Greece, Hungary, Denmark, Norway, Spain (in 
® far as the goods are paid for through the special 
laring account) and the British Colonies (except 
tanufactured goods and rice, coffee, cocoa, cocoa-nut 
ind leaf and cut tobacco). Official exchange permits 
nll also be granted for all articles, irrespective of their 
gin, used for scholastic purposes and for materials 
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for printing newspapers and periodicals, ete., provided 
the goods are imported direct by the establishments 
concerned. 


Permits for official exchange will only be granted 
for specified articles originating in those countries not 
designated in the above list. Generally speaking, 
permits for liquidation in the free market are obtain- 
able in cases where official exchange is not available, 
although, as stated above, a number of articles may 
not be imported at all from certain countries. Permits 
—whether for official or free exchange—if granted at 
all will be issued without any limitation of value except 
in the case of private and commercial motor vehicles 
and chassis, which, unless originating in one of the 
countries for which official exchange is available, are 
subject to quotas. 


Apart’ from the countries listed above, for which 
official exchange is available in the case of all imports, 
permits will be granted in payment of the following 
goods, which are of particular interest to United

No indication is given as to how long these 
arrangements will remain in force, but they will doubt- 
less be modified from time to time to meet changing 
conditions. 


It will be seen that Eire is receiving the same treat- 
ment as the United Kingdom and Northern Ireland, 
and that coal may be imported from the Union of South 
Africa, but only by means of free exchange. 


Prior permits will normally be granted for five 
months in respect of goods of United Kingdom, Dutch 
and German origin, the period of validity being ex- 
tended to seven months for certain items of machinery 


and railway material. Permits for other countries will 
be valid for from four to six months. In all cases the 
permit expires on the last day of the month and the 
period of validity includes the month of issue. 


A resolution has also been issued by the Ministry of 
Finance whereby prior permits for liquidation in the 
free market will be granted to a value of £100 (or the 
equivalent in other currencies) in respect of goods for 
which permits are not otherwise available in accord- 
ance with the lists referred to above. This concession 
will be granted to each importer once only every six 
months. 
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MARKING OF GOODS FOR ARGENTINA 
YARNS, TISSUES AND MADE-UP GOODS 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at 
Buenos Aires hag forwarded a copy and translation 
of a Decree, dated 5 April and effective 180 days from 
that date, which establishes revised regulations for the 
marking of yarns, tissues and made-up goods imported 
into Argentina. A translation of the principal articles 
of the Decree is as follows :— 

Articie 1.—It is understood for the purpose of the proper 
marking of yarns, tissues and made-up goods, both locally 
produced and imported, whether on the labels or when 
advertising, both in writing and vocally, that the following 
applies : — 

“ Lana” (wool)—the hair of the fleece which covers the 
bodies of sheep. ‘ Lana ’’ or “pelo ” (wool or hair) will— 
according to practice—also be designated as such, followed 
by name of the animal from which it is derived, i.e. hair 
of goats, alpacas, vicunas, llamas, camels, buffaloes and 
guanacos ; 

‘« Algodén”’ (cotton)—the fibre which covers the seed of 
the plants denominated Gossypium, in its several species 
and varieties ; 

““ Canamo ”’ (hemp)—the fibre obtained from the stem of 
the plant known as ‘‘ Cannavis-Sativa ” ; 

“ Hilo ”’ 
linseed ; 

‘““Yute’’ (jute)—the fibre derived from the plant de- 
nominated Cordhorus-Capoularis. 

‘* Seda’ or “ seda natural” (silk or natural silk)—the 
fibre produced by the worm of the specie Bombix Mori; 
when it is ‘‘ seda salvatica ”’ (wild silk) this will be stated ; 
and 

“* Seda artificial’ or “‘ rayon”? (artificial silk or rayon) 
fibres manufactured from cellulose, whatever the manufac- 
turing process may be (acetylcellulose, nitrocellulose, vis- 
cose, etc.): 


(linen)—the fibre obtained from the stem of 


“ Fibras artificiales ”’ or “ fibras sintéticas’’ or “ rayon 


cortado”’ (artificial fibres or synthetic fibres or cut rayon 
(staple fibre) )—those obtained from cellulose or from nitro- 
genised materials, or from nitrogenised materials and cellu- 
which resemble wool or cotton. When the fibre 
employed is of this condition, this fact will be stated by the 
use of such descriptions as: ‘‘ borra de algedén ’’ (cotton 
waste), ‘‘lana regenerada’”’ (regenerated wool), ‘‘ borra de 
seda ”’ (silk floss ‘‘ Schappe ”’), ‘* Fiocco,’’ etc. 


ArticLte 2.—The use of these descriptions, as well as 
words derived or composed from them and fancy names 
invented from them, or their translations in other lan- 
guages, will only be permitted in order to distinguish 
products which are really made with those materials, and 
in accordance with the following specifications :-

ARTICLES OF WooL or witH Woon 


ArticLe 3.—Yarns, tissues or made-up goods containing 
wool, will be designated, according to the proportion of 
this fibre :— 

(a) *‘ Pura lana,” ‘ todo lana”’ or “ lana” (pure wool, 
all wool or wovl)—or similar expressions, only when they 
are constituted entirely of wool, apart from a tolerance of 
up to 5 per cent. of other fibres. When they contain fibres 
used exclusively for purposes of ornamentation, a tolerance 
in the total of up to 10 per cent. of fibres other than wool 
will be permitted ;

(b) ‘“‘ Mezcla de lana” or ‘‘ lana y algodén”’ or “lana y 
cualquier otra fibra’’ (wool mixture, or wool and cotton o: 
wool and any other fibre)—or similar expressions, when they 
have not less than 50 per cent. of wool. These goods must 
bear an indication of the percentages of all the fibres with 
which they are made in order of quantity and in equal 
lettering. It will not be necessary to indicate percentages 
less than 5 per cent. of the total weight of the product; 


(c) ‘‘ Articulos mizxtos or ‘‘tejidos mixtos’’ (maxed 
goods or mixed tissues)—or equivalent expressions, when 
they contain less than 50 per cent. of wool. They may also 
bear an indication, in order of quantity, of the nature and 
proportion of their constituents, but in lettering smaller 
than that of the labelling.

Articte 4.—-On the labelling or in advertisements, no 
trade name, graphical representation, term or descriptive 
name may be used which suggests or implies that a product 
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is made entirely of wool, unless that product contains at 
least 95 per cent. of wool, with the exception of the tolera. 
tion allowed by Article 3, Section (a). Similarly, no trade 
name, graphical description, term or descriptive name may 
be used which suggests or implies the presence of wool jn 
connection with other fibres, unless the product containg a; 
least 50 per cent. of wool. 

Arricie 5.—The use of the word “ lana ”’ (wool) is pro. 
hibited, even if it be accompanied by qualifying adjectives 
such as “artificial” (artificial) or ‘‘ sintetica”’ (gyp. 
thetic), or the like, when the fibre is not the product of the 
sheep or other animals mentioned in Article 1. 


ARTICLES oF CoTToN, Linen, SILK AND ARTIFICIAL Sux 


ArticLe 6.—Yarns, tissues and made-up goods of cotton 
will be labelled according to the proportion of this fibre 
contained in them :— 

(a) ‘‘ Puro de algodén’”’ (pure cotton), or similar expres. 
sions, only when they contain 95 per cent. of this fibre at 
least ; 

(b) ‘* Algodén (cotton)—when they contain more than 8% 
per cent.; and 

(c) ‘‘ Mezcla de algodén”’ (cotton mixture)—when they 
contain more than 50 per cent. and up to 80 per cent. , 


Article 7.—Yarns, tissues and made-up goods of linen, 
silk or artificial silk will be designated in accordance with 
the proportion of those fibres which enter into their com. 
position : 

(a) ‘‘ Puro hilo,” “ pura seda ” or “‘ pura seda artificial ’ 
(pure linen, pure silk or pure artificial silk)—when they 
contain 100 per cent. of that material; 

(b) “ Hilo,” ‘‘ seda”’ or ‘ seda artificial’ (linen, silk 
or artificial silk)—when they contain 90 per cent. at least; 
and 

(c) ‘* Mezcla de hilo,’ ‘“‘ mezcla de seda”’ or “* mezela di 
seda artificial’ (linen minature, silk mixture or artificial 
silk mixture)--when they contain more than 50 per cent 
and up to 90 per cent. 

ArticLte 8.—In the case of mixtures, the preponderant 
material must be indicated on the label in the first place. 


ArtIcLe 9.—-When fibres of cotton, linen, silk or artificial 
silk enter into the composition of a yarn or tissue, in 4 
proportion of less than 25 per cent., they must not be 
mentioned either on the labelling or in advertisements. 

ArticLE 10.—When the cotton is ‘‘ mercerizado’”’ (mer- 
cerised) this may be stated. Linen (‘‘hilo’’) tissues may 
also be called flax linen (‘‘hilo de lino ”’) or simply flax 
(‘lino ’’). Knitted tissues and hosiery made with combed, 
twisted, mercerised and gassed cotton yarns, which distin- 
guishes them from those made with common carded cotton 
yarns, may also be called ‘ hilo,’’ in accordance with con- 
mercial practice. In the case of ‘ silked wool’? (‘lana 
sedificada ’’) this may also be stated. In the case of sewing 
and embroidery thread commercially called ‘ sedalina” 
(‘linen silk’’), the expression ‘‘ algodén mercerizado ” 
(mercerised cotton) must also be shown in similar lettering 
after or below that word. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS 

ArticLe 11.--Where synthetic fibres, resembling cotton 
or wool, enter into the composition of a yarn, tissue oF 
made-up article, whatever the proportion may be, the name 
of the materials from which they are derived and their 
percentage must be stated in lettering as large as that used 
in specifying the other fibres. Thus, for example, a tissue 
composed of 80 per cent. wool, 10 per cent. cotton and 
10 per cent. cellulose or casein fibre will be called ‘‘ Mezcl 
de lana y 10 per cent. de fibre de celulosa 6 de fibra de 
caseina ’’ (mixture of wool and 10 per cent. cellulose fibre 
or casein fibre). Such synthetic fibres may not be called 
by fancy names. 

Articte 12.—The proportions stipulated above will be 
reckoned by weight; the composition of the borders will not 
be taken into account; nor will there be taken into account 
for that purpose the material of the parts in made-up goods 
which it may be necessary to add for the purpose for whieh 
they are required, such as linings, trimmings, adornments, 
backings, buttons, etc. Nor, in the case of hosiery, will 
the top part (“‘ puno”’), turn-over, strengthening and sole 
or foot be considered in the determination of the per 
centage of their composition. 

Articie 13.—The marking prescribed by Law No. 11,275,

DIMENSIONS AND WORKMANSHIP OF 
ASBESTOS CEMENT SPIGOT AND SOCKET 
FLUE PIPES AND FITTINGS (HEAVY 
QUALITY) FOR DOMESTIC HEATING STOVES 


A British Standard Specification which provided for 
a type of flue pipe suitable for use with gas-fired appli- 
ances was issued five years ago (B.S. 567). 


It has subsequently been found necessary to provide for 
a heavier type of pipe for use with coal- and coke-burning 
stoves and similar appliances, and this has formed the 
subject of the above British Standard. The standard 
follows closely the lines of the previous specification. It 
includes a range of pipes and fittings in sizes from 3 in. up 
to 12 in. 

Care is necessary in the use of these pipes, to ensure that 
they are not exposed to direct impingement. For this 
reason it is recommended that a short length of cast-iron 
pipe should always be used in close proximity to the stove. 
In order that the asbestos cement pipe might be easily 
connected to this length of cast iron pipe a suitable form of 
adaptor is also specified in an appendix.

BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR JANUARY 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of January, 
and the four weeks ended 28 January 1939, have now been 
published and show that the total number of passenger 
journeys (excluding season ticket holders) taken on all 
standard gauge railways in Great Britain in the month of 
January was 98,503,086, a decrease of 4,147,893, or 4:0 per 
cent., as compared with January 1938. The journeys taken 
by passengers at reduced fares decreased by 2,980,206 and 
those at standard or ordinary fares by 1,167,687. The receipts 
from passengers (excluding season ticket holders) showed a 
decrease of £100,473, or 2-9 per cent. If the railway under- 
takings of the London Passenger Transport Board be 
omitted, the figures show a decrease in journeys of 3,138,859, 
or 4:8 per cent., and a decline in receipts of £87,039, or 
2:9 per cent. For all railways the receipts from passenger 
train traffic (including season tickets and parcels and mis- 
cellaneous traffic, but excluding mails and parcel post) were 
£132,255 less than in January 1938. For the four weeks 
ended 28 January 1939 the coaching train miles showed an 
increase of 101,354 as compared with the four weeks ended 
22 January 1938. 


Goons TRAFFIC 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended 28 January 1939 was 
20,780,006, a decrease compared with the corresponding 
four weeks of 1938 of 1,992,308 tons, or 8-7 per cent. The 
freight train receipts amounted to £6,721,227 a decrease 
of £471,257, or 6-6 per cent. The freight train miles run 
were 531,465 less than in the corresponding period of 1938, 
a decrease of 4-9 per cent. The average train load declined 
from 1314 to 1262 tons and the net ton-miles per engine 
hour from 452} to 4471. :

CUBA—ITALY 


PROTOCOL TO ITALO-CUBAN 
TREATY OF 1903 


A recent trade agreement between Italy and Cuba takes 
the form of an additional Protocol to the Italo-Cuban Treat; 
of Friendship, Trade and Navigation of 29 December 1903 
and was signed in Havana on 29 August 1938. The exchange 
of ratifications took place on 20 March 1939, and it came 
into force on that date. 


ADDITIONAL 


The Protocol provides, inter alia, for reciprocal most- 
favoured-nation treatment in regard to Customs duties, 
etc., but this is subject, in the case of Italy, to the con- 
dition that the value of Cuban exports to Italy is to be main- 
tained at not less than half that of Italian exports to Cuba. 
During the first year of operation of the Protocol, Cuba 
is to receive a minimum allocation of six million lire for 
her exports to Italy. 


Exception from most-favoured-nation treatment is made in 
respect. of concessions granted by Cuba to the U.S.A., and 
by Italy to Italian colonies, dependencies and_ possessions. 


FRANCE—GERMANY 


AGREEMENT RELATING TO 


AUSTRIA 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal”’ of 8 September 1938 (page 
343), it should be noted that the French “ Bulletin 
Douanier’’ of 24 March announces that the German 
Government has informed the French Government of the 
suppression of the Customs frontier between Austria and 
Germany as from 1 April. In consequence the stipulations 
concerning tariff and Customs matters contained in the 
treaties, agreements and arrangements between France and 
Germany became applicable to goods imported into France 
from the territory of the former Federal Republic of 
Austria as from that date. 


COMMERCIAL 


COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT RELATING TO 


THE SUDETEN TERRITORIES 


The French “ Journal Officiel’’? of 2 April contains 4 
Decree, dated 31 March, providing for the provisional appli- 
cation as from 1 April of a Commercial Agreement between 
France and Germany which was signed on 10 March, The 
Agreement will enter into force definitively thirty days after 
the exchange of ratifications. The following is a summary 
of its provisions :— 

As from 1 April the treaties, agreements and arrange- 
ments concluded between Germany and France in order to 
regulate economic relations between the two countries are to 
apply equally to the Sudeten territories of Germany. 


Additions are made to the list of German goods on which 
the French duties were consolidated by the Commercial 
Agreement of 10 July 1937 (see the “Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 29 July 1937, page 167). The goods benefiting 
from this provision are printed pure cotton tissues (Tariff 
No. 407), pure or mixed cotton tissues manufactured with 
bleached or dyed yarn, or with glazed or mercerised yarn 
(unbleached, bleached or dyed) (Tariff No. 411), and certam 
kinds of houschold wares and unspecified articles of iron, 
steel and black plate (ex Tariff No. 568).

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Commercial Treaties and Arrangements—Continued 
TURKEY—UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
TRADE AGREEMENT 


The Board of Trade have received the text of a trade 
wreement between Turkey and the United States of 
jmerica which was signed at Ankara on 1 April 1939 and 
enters into force provisionally on 5-May 1939. 


The agreement provides for reciprocal tariff reductions, 
jarticulars of which will be found elsewhere in this issue. 
Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded with respect 
to Customs duties and related matters and in the event of 
xchange control being instituted. 

Products of either country will not be subject to quan- 
titative restrictions, but both Governments reserve the 
ight to impose such restrictions in certain cases. 

The Agreement also provides for payment for U.S.A. 
yods imported into Turkey to be made in free exchange 
, accordance with the United States’ proportion of the 
wtal imports into Turkey during the years 1935-37. In a 
ote which forms an integral part of the Agrcement this 
proportion is stated to be 10-91 per cent. 


The Agreement applies on the part of the United States 
i0 the continental United States and to the territories and 
jssessions of the United States which are included in its 
(ustoms territory (the most important of which are Alaska, 
Hawaii and Puerto Rico). The most-favoured-nations 
yrovisions of the Agreement will, however, apply also to 
those possessions of the United States which have separate 
uriffs. Of these the principal ones are the Philippines, 
the Virgin Islands, of the United States, American Samoa, 
id the Island of Guam. 

Exceptions to the Agreement are made relating to special 
ilvantages granted by either country with respect to fron- 
tier traffic and advantages accorded to any third country 
ith which it enters into a Customs union. An exception 
salso made to cover Customs advantages accorded or to 
ie accorded by Turkey to the territories detached from the 
ttoman Empire in 1923. 

Regulations affecting imports and exports of gold and 
aver, measures relating to neutrality and sanitary regula- 
tions are exempt from the provisions of the Agreement. 

The Agreement, after ratification, will remain in force 
ud may be terminated on 31 December 1939, 31 December 
40 or 31 December 1941, in each case on two months’ 
‘ritten notice. If not previously terminated the Agree- 
ent will continue in force until six months from the day 
1which either Government may have given notice of its 
tention to terminate the Agreement.

ARIFF BOARD ENQUIRY INTO THE SUGAR 
INDUSTRY

|. The Tariff Board which in 1930-31 investigated the claim of 
sugar industry to protection, recommended the grant of 
tection for a period of fifteen years, the measure of pro- 
‘tion to be Rs, 7-4 per cwt. for the first seven years and 
‘s 6-4 for the remaining period. The Sugar Industry (Pro- 
“tion) Act of 1932 gave effect to these recommendations, 
cept that relating to the measure of protection during the 
“cond part of the protection period. The Act required, how- 
‘et, that before 31 March 1938 a further enquiry should be 
ade to ascertain what degree of protection was needed by the 
adustry for the remaining period of protection. This statutory 
‘quiry was referred to the Tariff Board under the resolution 
{the Government of India No. 127-T.(1)/37, dated 27 March 
S37 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 6 May 1937). The 
‘ord submitted its Report in December 1937, but it was not 
‘und possible to finish consideration of the Report before the 


d of March 1938, and the protective duty then in force was 


“cordingly continued for another year by a formal amendment 
tthe Act of 1932. 








Customs Regulations and Tariff Changes—Continued 


2. The main recommendations of the Board are as follows :— 

(1) The fair selling price of Indian sugar is Rs. 6-13-10 per 
maund, to which should be added 9 as. per 
maund for freight and 5 as, for quality, making 
roughly Rs, 7-12-0 per maund. Java sugar could be 
landed at Rs. 2-7-0 per maund, and the protection 
required is therefore Rs. 5-5-0 per maund or Rs. 
7-4-0 per cwt. This amount of protection should be 
granted for eight years. 

(2) Permission should be accorded for the manufacture of 
power alcohol on the understanding that it bears the 
same rate of duty as petrol. 

(3) No special protection is necessary for the gur industry, 
apart from the protection granted to sugar. 

(4) Research work on the agricultural side is inadequate, 
and an allotment of 3 as. per cwt, from the excise 
duty should be made for central research and assist- 
ance to provincial agricultural Departments. 

(5) A marketing survey of the sugar industry should be 
undertaken, 

(6) The additional excise duty levied in 1937 has had un- 
fortunate consequences for the cane grower and manu- 
facturer. At the prevailing level of prices the present 
rate of excise duty is out of proportion. 

(7) The rationalisation of the industry under some form of 
State control is desirable. For this purpose an All- 
India conference representing all interests should be 
convened. 


3. The recommendations of the Board besides dealing with 
the amount of protection required, contain proposals which are 
intended to increase the efficiency of the industry by measures 
much wider in scope than anything previously contemplated. 
These proposals cover a very wide field and necessitate con- 
sultation between the Central and Provincial Governments and 
the other interests concerned, and the Government of India 
have accordingly confined their examination to the recommenda- 
tion dealing with the measure of protection. 


4. The Board has proceeded on orthodox lines in taking the 
difference between the estimated ‘‘ fair selling price’’ of indi- 
genous sugar and the landed price of imported sugar as the 
measure of protection required. The ‘‘ fair selling price”’ is 
found to be Rs, 7-11-10 per maund and the landed price to be 
Rs. 2-7-0 per maund, the difference being Rs. 5-4-10 or 
Rs. 5-5-0 per maund in round figures. The Board has thus 
come to the conclusion that Rs. 7-4-0 per cwt. (equivalent to 
is. 5-5-0 per maund) is the amount of protection required for 
the remaining period of protection. 


5. The Government of India have carefully examined the 
detailed calculations on which the Board has arrived at its 
estimate of the ‘‘ fair selling price,’’ and are disposed to con- 
sider, in the light of recent information, that the figures pro- 
posed by the Board for certain items, notably manufacturing 
costs and profit, and for adjustment of difference in quality are 
susceptible of reduction. They also consider questionable the 
assumption that Java sugar, the selling price of which so 
vitally affects the measure of protection, can be sold ex-duty 
at as low a figure as Rs. 2-7-0 per maund. The Calcutta c.i.f. 
quotations for Java white sugar remained well over Rs. 3-8-0 
per maund during the first four months of the current financial 
year, and have thereafter averaged Rs. 4-3-8 per maund. The 
Board’s figure was based on special and purely temporary con- 
ditions in Java and is no longer accurate when those conditions 
no longer obtain. World sugar market conditions have im- 
proved since the Board wrote its Report, and with the satis- 
factory working of the International Sugar Agreement there 
has been a return of confidence and with it an improvement 
in world prices, 


6. There is another, and even more important factor, namely 
the recent changes in the Indian industry itself; which must 
be taken into consideration when examining the proposed pro- 
tective duty. While the examination of the Tariff Board’s 
report has been in progress, the situation has changed 50 
fundamentally that the Report—through no fault of the Board’s 
—is already out of date, The application to the sugar industry 
of an elaborate and extensive system of control by the United 
Provinces and Bihar Governments and their decision to levy 
a provincial cess on cane supplied to the factories and to enforce 
minimum price regulations more rigidly than in the past have 
produced new and unexpected conditions which have so modi- 
fied the basis of the Board’s Report that it is not possible to fix 
the level of protection for the whole of the unexpired term 
without a further enquiry. The industry, however, is still in 
an unstable position, and it must be given sufficient time to 
adapt itself to the new conditions before a further investigation 
can usefully be undertaken. The Government of India propose, 
therefore, to fix the amount of protection for a period of two 
years from 1 April 1939 to 31 March 1941, pending a further 
investigation to be held in 1940 in time to enable a decision to 
be made as to the quantum of protection for the remaining five 
years from 1 April 1941. For the two years, 1 April 1939 to 
31 March 1941, the Government of India propose to impose 
the present protective duty less 8 as. per cwt. The compara- 
tively high prices ruling for Java sugar support the view that 
this modest reduction will still leave the indigenous industry 
adequately protected. 
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Customs Regulations and Tariff Changes—Continued 
BRITISH INDIA—Continued 


7. The Government of India cannot allow the Board’s. remarks 
on the increase in excise duty in 1937 to pass without comment. 
In paragraph 2 above a finding set out in the Board’s Summary 
to the effect that the present rate of excise duty was out of 
proportion at the then prevailing level of prices has been quoted. 
If the body of the Report is referred to, it will be seen that this 
finding did not represent a belief (which would have been 
clearly unsustainable) that there existed some absolute standard 
as to what is the appropriate limit for revenue taxation, which 
in the case of sugar was exceeded by a duty at the rate of 
Rs. 2 per cwt. Rather, it referred to the Board’s contention 
that a reduction of duty is necessary ‘‘ unless the price of 
sugar can be stabilised at a level which will allow of the 
payment of a fair price for cane to the grower and a reasonable 
margin of profit to the manufacturer.’’ This conclusion derived 
from the earlier finding that the burden of the enhancement 
of duty made in 1937 fell upon the cane grower and manufac- 
turer alone. That pronouncement was made in the light of 
conditions prevailing in 1937 and has already become obsolete 
owing to the great advance of prices since that time; indeed, 
conditions have so changed that the two Provincial Governments 
which are quoted by the Board as having criticised the enhance- 
ment of the excise duty have since found it possible themselves 
to impose additional taxation which is to be recovered from the 
industry, whatever the shoulders that will ultimately bear it. 

Even taking a shorter view, confined to the conditions that 
prevailed when the Board prepared its Report, the Government 
of India cannot accept as justified the categorical assertion that 
the enhancement of the duty had no effect on the consumer but 
that it fell upon the manufacturer and through him upon the 
cultivator. The Board rests this conclusion upon the following 
statement :—‘‘ Consequent on the increase of excise duty the 
sugar prices rose by a few annas, but this rise, unlike 1934, was 
only temporary and for a few days after which prices fell to 
even lower levels than before.’’ This is not satisfactory evi- 
dence. The market was at the time in a highly disorganised 
condition owing to over-production, and there is nothing to show 
that if the duty had not been imposed prices would not have 
fallen still lower by an amount equal to, or not far short of 
the amount by which the duty was increased, Indeed that 
hypothesis is more plausible than the one suggested by the 
Board for the reason that in the absence of effective foreign 
competition it is the natural and inevitable tendency for indirect 
taxation to be borne ultimately by the consumer. 

Finally, before leaving this subject, the Government of India 
are constrained to call in question the appositeness of this part 
of the Board’s report, Its task was to determine the extent of 
protection against foreign competition that should be afforded 
to the sugar industry and, with the principle already established 
that the protective element should be added to the amount of 
excise duty in determining the rate of import duty, the level 
of the excise duty did not become relevant to that task. It was 
outside the scope of the Board’s enquiry to propound the 
adoption of a policy of manipulating the excise duty so as to 
protect the industry against the results of over-production and 
uncontrolled competition within this country. 


8. The Government of India propose to introduce legislation 
immediately to give effect to their decision. 


TARIFF BOARD ENQUIRY INTO THE PAPER 
INDUSTRY 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Resolution 
(No, 202-T. (9)/38, dated 30 March) of the Government of 
India in the Department of Commerce, the text of which 
is reproduced below :— 

1. In the Government of India Resolution No, 202-T. (1) /36, 
dated 11 December 1937 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,” 
13 January 1938), the Tariff Board was asked to re-examine the 
question of the protection enjoyed by the paper and paper pulp 
industries in India and to report what protective measures (if 
any) should be continued after 31 March 1939. In an interim 
Report the Board found that the revenue surcharge of 25 per 
cent. imposed in 1931 on the protective duties was no longer 
justifiable. The Government of India consequently removed 
the surcharge under their Commerce Department Notification 
No. 202-T. (4)/38, dated 25 June 1938 (see the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 14 July 1938). The Board has since sub- 
mitted its final Report which is published for general 
information. 


2. The main recommendations made by the Board are as 
follows :— 

(1) There should be a protective duty on imported wood 
pulp of Rs. 35 per ton or 25 per cent. ad valorem 
whichever is the higher. 

(2) The duty on the protected classes of paper should be 
11 pies per Ib. 

(3) The Customs Tariff classification of paper recommended 
by the 1935 Board should be adopted with some 
minor alterations. 

(4) The period of protection should be extended by seven 
years from 1 April 1939. 





Customs Regulations and Tariff Changes—Continued 


(5) There should be a further enquiry at the end of the 
year 1939 to ascertain whether the new developments 
taking place in the paper industry warrant protec. 
tion being extended to classes of paper not at presen; 
protected. 

(6) The nomenclature of the Act extending the period of 
protection should be changed from the Bamboo Paper 
Industry (Protection) Act to the Indian Paper 
Industry (Protection) Act; and 

(7) The paper section of the Forest Research Institute 
Dehra Dun, should be extended and more adequately 
equipped. 

3. The Government of India agree that it is necessary to 
continue protection to the Paper Industry, but they have not 
found it possible to accept the Board’s conclusions with regard 
to the measure of protection. Government also consider that 
ga has been made out for the continued protection of wood. 
pulp. 

4. Previous Tariff Boards when examining the need of pio. 
tecting wood-pulp have held the opinion that the succesgfy| 
development of the indigenous paper industry depends on ap 
increasing use of bamboo as against the relatively expensive 
grass pulp and that the continued use of the latter would 
make it more difficult for the industry ever to dispense with 
protection. The present Tariff Board has found that the 
average price of Sabai grass delivered at mill is Rs. 35 per 
ton as against an average of Rs. 17 per ton for bamboo. The 
Board further states that since the suitability of other grasses 
has yet to be proved it would be unsafe to forecast any 
reduction in cost by their use supplementary to Sabai grass 
On the other hand, the quantity of bamboo available is re. 
ported to be sufficient for the requirements of existing mills 
and mills under construction or likely to be constructed. Accord- 
ing to the Board’s estimate the measure of protection required 
for bamboo pulp is Rs. 18 per ton as against Rs. 47 per ton 
required for grass pulp and the protective duty actually pro. 
posed on imported wood-pulp is Ks. 35 per ton. The Govern 
ment of India, agreeing with the opinion of the previous Boards 
consider that a claim for protection cannot be made on behali 
of grass pulp. The figures given by the present Board show 
that a revenue duty of 25 per cent. ad valorem is sufficient to 
permit the manufacture of bamboo pulp in India at economic 
rates and Government therefore propose to levy on imported 
wood pulp a duty of 25 per cent. ad valorem only. 


5. The Board when considering the protective duty on paper 
has confined its calculations of the cost of manufacture to paper 
made from bamboo pulp alone. It appears, however, to have 
erred in the figure for the cost of conversion of pulp ‘to paper 
Che Board accepts Rs. 140 per ton as a reasonable estimate of 
the cost of conversion and maintains that this estimate is lower 
than the figure (Rs. 141 per ton) taken by the Tariff Board 
in 1931, but makes an addition of Rs. 32 per ton to the above 
estimate on account of the cost of bleaching, selling expenses, 
insurance, rents, rates and taxes which were not shown sepa- 
rately in the former Report but were included in the single 
figure for cost of conversion. The Government of India con- 
sider that the fair selling price of paper, viz. Rs. 378-3 per 
ton arrived at by the Board should be readjusted by leaving 
out these additional items of expenditure and the protective 
duty proposed should be accordingly reduced from 11 per Ib. 
to 9 pies per lb. In order that certain expensive kinds oi 
writing papers may not pass on payment of a nominal duty, 
an alternative rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem is proposed to 
be levied on such papers. 


6. Since the statistical examination made by the Board cai: 
not, in view of the adjustments which have been found neces 
sary, be made the basis of a long period of protection it is 
proposed that the period of protection should be three years 
only, towards the end of which period the question of protection 
will again be referred to a Tariff Board. By that time it is 
probable that the manufacture of the types of paper which 
do not at present enjoy protection will be sufficiently advanced 
- a reliable data for a review of the industry as 4 
whole, 


7. The Board has overlooked the fact that tl 
: é 1e Bamboo Paper 
Industry (Protection) Act of 1932 has been sennaled by th 
Indian Tariff Act of 1934 (No. XXXII of 1934). The question 
of change in nomenclature does not, therefore. arise. 


8. The recommendation of the Tariff Board regarding the 
extension and equipment of the Forest Research Institute will 
receive separate consideration.

IMPORT OF CERTAIN OILS AND FATS 

The French ‘Journal Officiel ’’? of 21 April contains a 
Decree, dated 15 April, which regulates the import into 
France during the first half of the year of those types of 
oils and fats which are subject to restriction in accordance 
with the Law of 2 July 1935 for the control of the trade in

The Decree does not allot quotas for the import of any of 
these goods, but it provides that import licences may be 
granted to users of such products if they can prove that the 
goods are absolutely indispensable to their manufacture and 
cannot be replaced by fatty bodies of French or French 
Colonial origin. 


As hitherto, however, oils and fats falling under Tariff 
Nos. ex 30A, ex 30E and ex 51 may be imported without 
licence when intended for industrial uses, provided that 
they have been denatured before import into France as 
described in the notice under the above heading in the 
‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 29 September 1938 (page 
436). Exemption from the requirement of denaturing will be 
granted only if the importer can prove that the denaturing 
would render the goods unsuitable for the industrial use for 
which they are intended, that the product imported is 
indispensable for the manufacture in question, and that no 
substitute can be found for it. In order to prevent such 
oils and fats from being used for other than industrial 
purposes, their arrival at the factory to which they are 
consigned must be guaranteed by a bond. 


EXPORT OF IRON, SLAG, ETC., RESTRICTED 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 22 April contains a 
Decree, dated 20 April, which prohibits the export and the 
re-export following warehousing, transit, temporary admis- 
sion or trans-shipment of :— 


Iron filings and hammer-scales (Tariff No. 218). 
Foundry clinker and slag (Tariff No, 220). 


It is provided, however, that exceptions to the prohibi- 
tion may be granted under conditions to be determined by 
order. 


It is announced in the “ Journal Officiel”’ of 28 April 
that applications for licences to export these goods should 
be made in quintuplicate to the Ministére des travaux 
publics (direction des mines) through the Comité des 
forges, 7, rue de Madrid, Paris (8). 


RENEWAL OF IMPORT QUOTAS: CORRECTION 


The French “‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 28 April announces that 
the quota for the import into France from “ other ”’ 
countries including the United Kingdom, of ‘ hollow-ware 
of glass or crystal: table, toilet and furnishing articles, etc.”’

The Law provides further that a Decree is to be issued 
requiring that any article or part of an article of tortoise. 
shell (écaille), of ivory, veneered with tortoiseshell or imitat. 
ing these materials, must, when of foreign origin, by 
marked with an indication of its country of origin, even jf 
it is to be mounted or finished in France before being put 
on sale. The indication is to be applied by means of stamp. 
ing or moulding in hollow or hollow-relief, and must remain 
when the article is sold retail. 


The Law will enter into force three months after the 
date of the publication of the regulations made to ensure 
its application, or, at the earliest, six months after the 
publication of the Law. 


PRODUCTION TAX ON CERTAIN 
AGRICULTURAL PRODUCE 


The French ‘‘ Jourval Officiel ”? of 22 April contains 4 
Decree, dated 21 April, which provides that the Production 
tax is to be levied at the reduced rate of 3 per cent. instead 
of at the full rate of 9 per cent. on agricultural products 
which have undergone a preparation or manipulation not 
modifying their nature and necessary to make them fit for 
consumption or for use in that condition. A list of the 
products to benefit by this provision is to be fixed by Decree, 


PROPOSED FURTHER MARKING 
REQUIREMENTS

IRAN 
EXCHANGE CONTROL 


With reference to previous notices under the above head- 
ing, the Commercial Secretary at Tehran reports that, in 
accordance with the terms of a new Decree, the obligation 
to obtain a licence for the import of goods into Iran is no 
longer necessary. The ‘approval of order’’ of the 
Ministry of Commerce for the purchase and importation of 
goods, within the yearly quota list, will replace the former 
import licence. 


Goods for which the ‘‘ approval of order ’’ has been 
requested will have to be ordered within three months of 
the date of issue of the authorisation and will be required 
to reach the Iranian Customs and be cleared within one 
year. The authorisation will cease to be valid if the goods 
fail to reach the Customs within the prescribed period. 


The importer may present his ‘‘ approval of order” 
the authorised banks and ask for the remittance to the 
foreign supplier of 25 per cent. of the value of the order. 
The balance due may be applied for as soon as the shipping 
documents are in the possession of the importer. 


Exchange will have to be obtained by the purchase of 
certificates of sale of exporters’ exchange or of certificates 
of exports of third category goods.

SIAM 
EXCISE DUTY ON TOBACCO 


The Board of Trade have received a translation of a 
Siamese Law entitled The Tobacco Act, B.E. 2481, the object 
of which is to improve the cultivation of tobacco, to control 
its sale and importation, and to subsidise its export. 


The Act, which was to be enforced as and from 23 March 
1939, introduces, inter alia, an Excise duty on tobacco. 


Clause XVIII provides that any tobacco, before leaving 
the factory, must be packed and a tobacco stamp affixed on 
each and every packet, the size and condition of which shall 
be fixed by the Director-General of the Excise Department. 


The Act is to apply to other tobaccos, apart from cigars 
and cigarettes, after 1 June 1939. 


Clause XIX, provides that the tobacco stamp affixed on 
cigarette and cigar packets shall be as follows :— 
(1) Two satangs stamp on a packet of tobacco not 
heavier than 10 grs. 


(2) Over and above 10 grs., one satang per every five 
i= 


grs., part of 5 grs. counts as 5 grs. 
Clause XX provides that tobacco stamps for packets of 
other tobacco shall be as follows :— 
(1) One satang stamp on a packet of tobacco not 
heavier than 20 grs. 
(2) Over and above 20 grs., one satang per every 20 
grs., part of 20 grs, counts as 20 grs. 


Clause XXI, provides that no person shall be permitted 
to import tobacco plants, leaves, cut tobacco or tobacco, 
unless official permission has been given 


Clause XXII, requires that, apart from the payment of 
duty, imported tobacco must be stamped similarly to locally 
manufactured tobacco, before leaving the Customs.

PRECAST CONCRETE BLOCKS FOR WALLS 


A Committee of the British Standards Institution 
has been engaged in preparing a series of standards for 
precast concrete blocks as used in building. 


Specifications have already been issued for slabs suitable 
for internal partitions (Nos. 492 and 728), and a further 
specification has now been prepared for blocks for external 
work provided these blocks are to be rendered on the outer 
Tace,. 


The requirements laid down include details of the type of 
aggregate from which the blocks may be made. In view of 
the extent to which clinker aggregate is now being used, 
the specification includes tests to ascertain what clinker is 
suitable for this purpose. 


Sizes of blocks are specified, and an attempt has been 
made to correlate the sizes with the standard dimensions 
that have been adopted for ordinary building bricks. The 
quality of the block is specified in terms of tests for com- 
pression strength, moisture movement, bulk density and 
shrinkage. In all cases the methods for carrying out these 
tests are given in full in appendices.

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
Oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
years by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they 
be governments,- municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 


_ the Department’s guarantees.
